OCOTTON—NEW FIELDS OF SUPPLY. 
We publish in another column a charac- 

. teristic letter ffom John Mitchell, written at

“is made, in which about three hundred 
“ millions of people are clothed gvery day. 
“ Yet where that cotton grows, it is calcu- 
“lated that othér and better cotton may
